We  would  like  to  start  with  a  positive  attitude  with  this 
message. 

Hopefully  most  of  the  results  of  the  new  revaluation  have 
been  smoothed  out  and  we  will  be  able  to  put  our  efforts  into 
new  endeavors. 

An  agreement  was  reached  with  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire Air  Pollution  Control  Agency  as  to  the  ending  of  our 
burning  dump.  A  recycling  and  transfer  station  is  in  the 
process  of  being  established  near  the  present  location.  The 
station  is  expected  to  be  in  operation  by  May  30th. 

We  are  also  in  the  process  of  trying  to  make  the  facility 
available  to  the  Town  of  Springfield  if  they  desire  to  do  so 
and  the  Town  of  Sunapee  votes  to  allow  it. 

At  this  time  we  are  also  nearing  an  agreement  with  the 
Town  of  New  London  as  to  the  use  of  our  Wastewater  Treat- 
ment Plant. 

A  feasibility  study  is  also  in  progress  as  to  other  parts 
of  the  town  that  need  to  be  sewered. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  department  heads  and  towns- 
people for  their  cooperation  in  the  administration  of  our  duties.

They  finally  accepted  some  of  our  sugge5:::r.s  and  we  ended 
up  with  a  budget,  even  though  the  Committee  of  Conference 
footnoted  it  thereby  creating  legislation  in  a  very  -ir.sitisractorjr

I  also  worked  for  equalizing  retirement  credits  foe  aD  stale 

employees.  In  the  past  the  method  of  determining  letiiment 

credits  was  very  unfair  to  many. 

Additional  monies  in  the  amount  of  $16,000,000  were  raised 
to  go  back  to  cities  and  towns.  These  monies  will  be  distir- 
buted  by  a  new  formula  that  will  help  the  areas  of  growing 
population  and  industry.

tion Grants  section  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  as 
amended  (33  U.S.C.  §1251  et  seq.)  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  for  the  year  1978-79,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto.

units. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  Ordinance 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 
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TOWN  OF  SUNAPEE,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

ORDINANCE 

Sunapee  —  Recycling  Facility 

1.  Hours: 

The  recycling  facility  will  be  open  for  use  by  Sunapee  residents  and  non- 
resident property  owners  during  the  following  days  and  hours  under  the 
following  conditions: 

A.  Admission  to  the  facility  will  be  by  permit  or  sticker  issued  by  the 
Selectmen. 

B.  The  facility  will  be  open  the  following  hours: 

9:00  -  5:00  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Friday  =  24  hrs. 

Closed  Wednesday  and  Thursday 

9:00  -  5:00  Saturday  =  8  hrs. 

9:00  -  1:00  Sunday  =  4  hrs. 

The    facility    will    not    be    open    more    than    40    hrs.    per    week. 

2.  Separation: 

All  material  shall  be  separated  into  the  following  categories: 

A.  Glass  shall  mean  all  empty   glass   containers   and   all  other 

reasonably  clean  glass  products. 

B.  Metal  shall  mean  all  small  metal  pieces  and  metal  containers 

and  cans. 

C.  Garbage  shall   mean   any   other   household   waste   which   is   not 

listed  above. 

D.  Tree  Limbs,  Brush,  Building  Materials,  Scrap  Metal,  (i.e.,  car  parts, 

pipe,  wire),  Scrap  Metal,  White  Goods  (i.e.,  refrigerators, 
stoves,  water  heaters,  etc.)  shall  be  placed  at  their  proper 
locations  as  indicated  by  the  manager  of  the  facility. 

There  shall  be  a  5  cent  a  pound  service  fee  for  trash  which  is  not  separated 
into  the  above  categories.  These  fees  shall  be  assessed  at  the  facility 
and  paid  to  the  Town  of  Sunapee. 

3.  Supervision: 

The  manager  shall  have  the  right  to  refuse  the  use  of  the  facility  to  any 
citizen  who  is  misusing  said  facility. 

4.  Burning: 

All  outside  burning  at  the  facility  shall  be  at  the  direction  and  supervision 
of  the  District  Fire  Warden. 

Tires  and  tubes  will  be  accepted  if  separated  from  other  materials. 
There  will  be  no  burning  of  tires  and  inner-tubes;  it  is  illegal. 

5.  Shooting: 

Shooting  is  prohibited  at  the  facility. 

6.  Non-Resident  Rubbish  Collectors: 

Non-Resident  rubbish  collectors  will  be  permitted  to  use  the  Sunapee 
facility  for  materials,  etc.,  collected  within  the  limits  of  Sunapee  Township 
only,  unless  an  agreement  has  been  made  with  another  town. 
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7.  All  commercial  containers  shall  be  kept  water  tight  and  dry. 

Repeated  pick-up  loads  will  be  based  on  an  accumulative  basis.  A  record 
of  the  charges  will  be  given  to  the  driver  of  the  truck  dumping  such 
materials  at  the  time  of  dumping.  Weekly  or  monthly  payment  as  agreed, 
of  Dump  Use  Fee  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Sunapee  will  be 
required. 

8.  The  gate  will  be  locked  at  all  times  when  the  dump  is  not  open  to  the 
public.  Anyone  not  authorized,  apprehended  inside  the  Recycling  Facility 
area  when  it  is  supposed  to  be  locked  will  be  charged  with  violation  of  the 
above  ordinance  and  be  subject  to  a  maximum  fine  of  $50.00.  Also  anyone 
leaving  rubbish  anyplace  other  than  designated  areas  will  be  subject 
to  this  fine. 

9.  Any  previous  ordinances  shall  be  considered  void  upon  the  passage  of 
of  this  ordinance. 

ARTICLE  40.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $100.00  for  the  SKI 
THE  SUN  ASSOCIATION  to  assist  in  the  promotion  of  the  area  as  a 
winter  ski  and  recreation  area,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

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SUNAPEE  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

1977  was  another  profitable  year  for  the  Sunapee  His- 
torical Society.  Mrs.  Louella  Laro  once  again  organized  the 
annual  antiques  and  crafts  fair  which  was  held  on  July  23. 
This  was  attended  by  approximately  2500  people,  boosting  our 
treasury  by  several  hundred  dollars.  The  proceeds  were  from 
the  Society's  food  concession  and  the  rental  of  dealer  spaces. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  to  publicly  thank  the  school 
board  for  allowing  us  to  use  the  Rte.  11  gym  without  charge. 

Our  artifact  collection  has  continued  to  increase  through 
private  donations  and  society  purchases. 

In  the  interest  of  establishing  an  oral  history  of  Sunapee 
and  its  people,  the  Society  has  purchased  a  tape  recorder.  We 
hope  that  anyone  with  an  interesting  story,  tale  or  personal 
experience  will  be  willing  to   share  them  with  us   on  tape. 

Our  primary  projects  for  1978  include  the  completion  of 
becoming  incorporated  (through  the  office  of  John  Fairbanks) 
and  making  application  for  the  town  office  building  to  be 
included  in  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 

Our  chief  fund  raising  project  for  1978  will  be  our  5th 
annual  antiques  and  crafts  fair  to  be  held  on  July  21.  Once 
again  this  will  be  under  the  competent  direction  of  Mrs.  Laro. 

We  wish  to  thank  everyone  who  has  helped  make  this  a 
productive  year  for  the  Historical  Society. 
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SUNAPEE  WATER  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  spring  of  1977,  the  water  department  installed 
more  than  one  mile  of  summer  water  service  with  new  and 
larger  plastic  pipe.  This  new  plastic  pipe  replaced  the  old 
galvanized  pipe  that  has  become  obsolete  in  size  and  used 
beyond  its  life  expectancy,  also  creating  a  great  deal  of  repair 
and  expense.  By  using  the  larger  plastic  pipe  we  can  provide 
better  water  service  to  those  on  that  line.  Twenty  six  hundred 
feet  was  installed  on  Oak  Ridge  Road,  fifteen  hundred  feet 
on  Westwood  Road,  and  sixteen  hundred  feet  on  Garnet 
Hill  Road.  In  the  spring  of  1978,  we  expect  to  complete  Garnet 
Hill  and  a  section  at  Burkhaven  with  the  new  plastic  pipe. 

The  safe  drinking  water  act  went  into  effect  in  June  of  1977. 
All  water  supplies  in  the  state,  including  municipal,  private, 
or  any  system  consisting  of  fifteen  services  or  twenty-five 
users,  will  comply  with  the  safe  drinking  water  act.  Water 
samples  are  taken  daily,  seven  days  a  week,  and  analyzed  by 
the  department.  Test  results  are  recorded  and  sent  to  the 
N.H.   State  Water  Supply  &   Pollution  Control  Commission. 

During  the  year  of  1977,  the  water  department  was  respon- 
sible for  taking  six  to  eight  water  samples  per  month  and 
sending  them  to  the  N.H.  State  Laboratory  for  analysis.  In 
the  past  years,  this  service  was  provided  by  the  State  at  no 
charge.  As  of  January  1,  1978,  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
sample  analyzed,   will  be  charged   by   the   State  Laboratory. 

All  water  services  in  the  town  of  Sunapee  were  located  and 
new  measurements  recorded  to  update  our  records.  We  will 
continue  this  location  and  repair  program  in  Georges  Mills 
during  1978.  All  service  shutoffs  will  be  checked  for  operation, 
and  repaired  if  needed. 

The  River  Road  Pump  Station  was  shut  down  in  September 
for  inspection  and  adjustments.  Repairs  were  made  to  the  draft 
tube.  Downtime  was  very  ininimal.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUNAPEE 

WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  PLANT 

AND  PUMP  STATIONS 

Dennis  Wells  has  received  his  certificate  for  the  operation 
of  a  water  pollution  control  plant  —  Grade  II.  To  receive  a 
certificate,  one  must  have  two  years  experience  or  the  equiva- 
lent, pass  a  written  examination,  and  have  an  oral  interview 
with  officials  of  the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control 
Commission  of  New  Hampshire.  Fifty  per  cent  of  the  experience 
can  be  supplemented  by  educational  achievement. 

Dennis  supplemented  his  experience  by  completing  a  150  hour 
correspondence  course  through  the  California  State  University, 
Sacremento,  and  an  8  week  course  on  Basic  Laboratory  Pro- 
cedures. Dennis  completed  both  of  these  on  his  own  time.  He 
took  his  test  in  May  and  received  his  certificate  in  July  of 
last  year.  David  Montambeault  also  received  a  Grade  III 
certificate  in  July  and  completed  an  8  week  night  course  on 
the  Activated  Sludge  Process  and  Control,  called  the  "Al 
West  Method." 

Maintenance  1977 

Plant  Maintenance: 

During  the  winter  months  we  have  a  problem  with  freezing 
due  to  low  flows.  The  oxidation  ditch  is  the  heart  of  our 
process  and  when  this  freezes,  the  plant  is  rendered  ineffective. 
The  oxidation  ditch  is  a  large  oblong  cement  tank  with  a  device 
called  a  rotor  aerator.  This  rotor  keeps  the  liquid  in  motion 
and  when  the  ditch  freezes  the  rotor  will  not  function. 

In  the  fall  of  1976,  we  fabricated  a  cover  for  the  rotor  to 
maintain  some  heat  from  friction  and  keep  wind  off  the  rotor. 
This  cover  can  be  removed  during  summer  operation.  This  cover 
has  been  installed  for  a  complete  winter  season  and  seems  to 
be  working  well. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  of  this  past  year,  we  raised 
six  manholes  on  Route  103B  and  lowered  one  on  Myrtle  St. 
The  one  on  Myrtle  St.  was  hindering  snow  removal  operations. 

Also  during  1977,  there  were  several  new  sewer  connections 
to  the  system  in  town.  However  slight,  every  new  connection 
will  help  the  operation  of  facilities  and  lessen  some  of  the 
unnecessary   manual   labor   involved   to   maintain   operations.

Maintenance  1978 

We  plan  to  paint  the  exterior  of  all  eight  pumping  stations. 

During  our  fall  instpection  of  manholes,  we  found  a  very 
large  percentage  of  the  brick-work  around  the  tops  of  the 
manholes  was  deteriorating  and  allowing  water  and  sand  to 
infiltrate  the  manholes.  We  plan  to  start  a  program  of  re- 
furbishing this  brick-work.  We  do  not  expect  to  be  able  to 
finish  all  of  the  manholes  in  town  this  year,  but  we  do  hope 
to  do  the  worst  ones  and  continue  this  project  in  future  years.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Planning  Board  had  a  very  quiet  year.  There  were  nine 
lots  approved  and  several  non-applicible  plans  were  signed  by 
the  chairman  Suzanne  McCloskey.  These  were  mostly  land 
owners  who  wanted  to  straighten  out  their  property  lines  or 
smaller  parcels   of  land  which  were  being   sold   to   abuttors. 

Several  people  came  before  the  board  to  discuss  procedure  if 
they  wanted  to  subdivide.  They  have  not  come  back  again, 
and  in  some  cases,  there  were  problems. 

George  Kraus  resigned  from  the  board  when  he  and  his  wife 
moved  to  Ohio.  Frank  Simpson  was  appointed  to  finish  his 
term. 

The  board  has  asked  for  and  been  given  by  the  voters  a 
$900  appropriation  for  the  past  few  years.  Because  there  has 
been  very  little  activity  or  expense,  the  members  voted  to  ask 
for  only  $700.  Should  there  be  an  upsurge  of  sub-dividing, 
a  larger  appropriation  will  have  to  be  asked  for  in  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and 
town/city  responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester) 
appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire 
wardens  in  each  town/city  upon  the  recommendation  of  local 
authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  pre- 
vention and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates 
the  kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only  when  con- 
ditions are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  suppression  with  the 
town/city  and  state  sharing  the  cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess 
of  lA  of  1%  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town  are  assumed 
by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and 
helps  coordinate  activites  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also 
supports  local  forces  with  backup  personnel,  equipment,  and 
supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in 
1893,  works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the 
smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States 
for  the  past  25  years.

Sunapee  Fire  Department 

From  December  1,  1976  to  November  30,  1977  your  Fire 
Department  answered  a  total  of  54  alarms  of  which  15  called 
out  the  entire  department.  This  is  an  increase  of  35%  from 
the  previous  year. 

Over  the  past  three  years  we  have  purchased  18  tone  alert 
monitors  which  are  providing  us  with  a  more  complete  and 
quicker  response  from  fire  fighters  who  have  them  in  their 
homes  or  place  of  work.  When  the  fire  siren  is  tripped  these 
monitors  are  automatically  put  into  operation. 

The  new  pumper,  purchased  as  voted  in  Town  Meeting  last 
year,  was  delivered  in  December  and  is  now  in  full  service. 

During  the  past  few  years  the  development  of  smoke  detec- 
tors has  made  them  readily  available  for  home  use  at  a 
reasonable  price.  We  urge  you  to  use  them  —  their  proper 
use  could  save  your  life.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NEWPORT  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Newport  Ambulance  Service  answered  477  calls  during 
1977.  The  Ambulance  Service,  the  vehicles,  and  the  crew 
members  are  all  licensed  with  the  state  and  meet  all  regula- 
tions. The  members  are  licensed  "Emergency  Medical  Tech- 
nicians", and  Advanced  Red  Cross  members. 

Coverage  to  the  area  towns  has  continued  this  year.  Each 
town  that  we  have  covered  with  service  has  helped  to  support 
the  Ambulance  Service  with  tax  assistance  based  on  popula- 
tion, at  $2.00  per  head.  The  Ambulance  Service  hopes  to 
continue  service  to  all  communities  in  our  area  again  in  1978. 

The  Ambulance  Service  has  also  responded  to  all  major 
fires,  in  all  communities.  This  is  added  protection  of  life  and 
limb  to  all  concerned. 

The  Newport  Police  Department  has  continued  to  serve  as 
our  dispatcher  and  has  proven  very  valuable  to  our  service  and 
response  time.  Our  telephone  number  for  emergencies  is 
863-2355.

1977-78  BUDGET 

By  vote  of  the  1977  Annual  Meeting,  the  Budget  was 
reduced  by  $20,000.  Some  of  the  steps  taken  to  comply  with 
this  reduction  included  the  elimination  of  one  Aide,  addition  of 
a  part-time  rather  than  full-time  teacher  at  the  High  School, 
elimination  of  new  curtains  at  the  Gym  and  the  curtailment  of 
the  carpeting  program  at  the  Elementary  School,  postponement 
of  some  repairs  and  equipment  replacements,  and  reductions  in 
the  allotment  for  the  School  Lunch  Program  and  Athletic 
equipment.  Although  we  are  within  the  limits  of  the  Budget, 
the  School  Lunch  and  Athletic  Programs  cannot  remain  n  the 
black  without  additional  financial  assistance. 

PROGRAM 

Establishing  the  position  of  Supervising  Principal  at  the 
Elementary  School  has  proven  to  be  a  sound  educational  step. 
Great  strides  are  being  made  in  building  a  sound,  pupil- 
oriented  program  where  the  needs  of  individual  students  can 
be  met.  An  excellent  working  relationship  exists  not  only 
within  the  school  but  with  the  Junior- Senior  High  School 
as  well. 

Sunapee  presently  has  two  well-functioning  schools.  Curr- 
iculum studies  and  changes  are  on-going.  The  staff  is  well 
trained,  experienced  and  committed  to  serving  the  student 
body.  A  heavy  program  of  extra-curricula  activities  is  carried 
on  in  addition  to  the  regular  curricula.  Student  participation  is 
very    high    and    the    over-all    performance    is    excellent. 

If  these  remarks  seem  more  complimentary  than  usual,  it 
is  because  the  staff  has  earned  and  deserves  your  commenda- 
tion and  support. 

SPECIAL  WARRANT  ARTICLES 

Two  special  articles  dealing  with  building  improvements  at 
the  Elementary  School  are  included  in  the  Warrant.  One  calls 
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for  replacing  the  oil  burner  which  was  installed  in  1951  and 
has  been  in  operation  for  twenty-seven  years.  The  other  Article 
calls  for  replacing  the  astral- type  windows  in  the  original  ele- 
mentary building.  These  windows  presently  cause  problems  — 
both  in  physical  comfort  and  in  extreme  heat  loss.  With  the 
high  cost  of  fuel  as  well  as  the  discomfort  of  the  occupants, 
they  should  be  replaced.  Fortunately,  there  is  money  remaining 
in  the  School  Building  Fund  to  finance  both  projects.  This 
balance  results  from  interest  earned  on  the  bond  issue  during 
the  construction  of  the  High  School  and  as  a  result  of 
obtaining  federal  funds  for  some  school  lunch  and  science 
equipment  for  the  new  building.  Favorable  voter  action  will 
make  it  possible  to  improve  the  Elementary  School  without 
raising  additional  taxes.

REPORT  OF  THE  ELEMENTARY  PRINCIPAL 

The  enrollment  of  the  elementary  grades  1-6  decreased 
from  196  in  January  1977  to  190  in  January  1978.  This  does 
not,  however,  seem  to  be  a  trend,  as  our  enrollment  has 
increased  from  186  as  of  September  1977  to  its  present  number. 
A  major  problem  is  dealing  with  the  uneven  way  that  enrollment 
is  distributed  among  the  six  grade  levels  and  the  eight  teachers 
who  are  available  to  teach  them.  To  compensate  for  this, 
combination  grades  are  used  so  that  no  single  classroom  is 
overcrowded.  This  year  we  have  three  combination  grades, 
including  a  combination  1-2,  combination  2-3,  and  combination 
5-6.  Next  year  the  shift  in  enrollment  due  to  promotion  will 
result  in  a  different  apportionment  of  pupils. 

The  elementary  curriculum  seems  to  be  very  strong,  and 
seems  to  provide  appropriate  instruction  for  all  pupils.  This 
curriculum  includes  strong  programs  in  the  basics  which  are 
designed  to  provide  instruction  at  each  pupil's  level  of  achieve- 
ment. It  also  includes  music  instruction  and  free  instrumental 
lessons,  art,  and  physical  education.  In  addition  to  this  curricu- 
lum special  winter  programs  are  offered  in  drama,  gymnastics, 
art  and  skiing.  A  new  offering  this  year  is  a  program  for 
academically  talented  children.  This  complements  our  resource 
room  program  offered  to  pupils  who  need  additional  help  in 
academics.  This  year  we  are  also  offering  a  program  designed 
to  help  some  pupils  to  become  better  adjusted  to  their  school 
environment.  This  program  operates  during  school  time  and 
provides  recreational  activities  on  Saturday  mornings.  We 
hope  to  expand  this  program  next  year.  It  is  our  hope  that 
we  will  receive  outside  funding  for  this  purpose. 

We  are  most  pleased  with  the  opportunities  that  we  offer 
community  members  to  become  involved  with  our  programs. 
These  opportunities  include  a  volunteer  program  which  gives 
citizens  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  classrooms,  and 
a  very  active  parent- teacher  organization  whose  officers  meet 
monthly  with  faculty  representatives  and  principal.  The  recom- 
mendations made  by  this  group  are  given  direct  and  immediate 
attention  by  the  school.  We  urge  all  parents  to  visit  their 
school  and  participate  in  its  activities.  Community- school 
cooperation  is  the  key  to  an  effective  educational  program.
